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PREFACE 

Classmates: 

"There's  life  in  the  old  Class  yet,"  so  writes  our  class- 
mate Hutchins,  and  while  no  one  exemplifies  the  fact:  better  than 
himself,  the  following  report,  I  think  you  will  agree,  bears  him 
out  and  shows  the  Class  as  a  whole  still  in  active  life  in  spite  of 
this  being  our  forty-fifth  anniversary.  But  alas!  with  what  fast 
thinning  ranks!  The  past  five  years  have  been  a  disastrous  period 
for  us  and  the  stars  in  our  records  have  rapidly  increased.  Twelve 
men  have  left  us  amongst  those  who  received  their  degree  with 
the  Class,  and  two  of  the  non-graduate  members. 

But  we  still  have  left  only  two  less  than  half  our  number,  and 
our  children  far  outnumber  the  original  membership  of  the  Class. 
We  have  reached  the  stage  when  we  are  looking  perhaps  with 
greater  pride  and  interest  on  the  achievements  of  our  descendants 
than  upon  our  own,  and  in  the  replies  to  the  Secretary's  circular 
there  was  a  manifest  tendency  shown  to  dwell  upon  the  former. 
In  the  war,  in  which  we  also  as  a  nation  are  now  involved,  sev- 
eral of  our  sons  are  already  taking  an  active  military  part,  and  it 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages  that  one  at  least  of  our  num- 
ber bears  a  military  rank,  and  many  more  are  undoubtedly  doing 
their  part,  even  if  our  records  at  present  do  not  show  it. 

The  part  which  our  sons  are  taking  became  of  so  much  inter- 
est as  replies  were  received,  that  I  made  a  further  effort  to  get  all 
the  information  I  could  and  the  report  has  been  held  back  partly 
on  this  account.  A  desire  was  expressed  by  one  of  the  Class  to 
know  the  number  of  our  grandchildren,  but  this  information  I 
cannot  give  as  I  do  not  possess  the  address  of  many  married  chil- 
dren of  deceased  class-mates.  Anyone  further  interested  might 
estimate  the  number  by  taking  an  average  of  those  reported.  I 
don't  think  race  suicide  will  be  found  to  be  a  characteristic  of  the

*  GEORGE   SCHUYLER   BATES 

HE  was  born  at  Roxbury,  Mass.,  December  19,  1850,  the  son 
of  George  Henry  and  Mary  Holbrook  (Covington)  Bates; 
and  died  at  San  Diego,  California,  of  Angina  pectoris,  January  3, 
1917.  The  family  moved  soon  after  his  birth  to  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 
During  his  early  life  he  suffered  from  hip  disease  which  left  him 
permanently  lame.     Immediately  after  graduation  he  entered  the 
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Law  School  and  in  the  following  spring  became  connected  with 
the  Boston  Daily  Globe  as  reporter  and  later  as  assistant  night 
editor.  In  1875  he  entered  the  Law  School  of  the  University  of 
New  York,  in  the  following  May  received  his  degree  of  LL.B.,  and 
was  soon  after  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar.  In  1876  he  again 
took  up  journalism  in  San  Francisco,  where  he  remained  until 
the  spring  of  1880,  when  he  rejoined  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
Boston  Daily  Globe.  His  health,  however,  at  that  time  was  not 
equal  to  the  task,  and  after  a  short  time  in  Chicago,  where  he 
undertook  to  practice  his  profession,  he  went  South  to  Louisiana 
and  later  to  Texas,  where  he  was  married,  June  9,  1884,  at  Dallas, 
to  Ellen  Sanders  Dixon,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  and 
Sarah  A.  Dixon.  He  soon  after  returned  to  California  and  was 
connected  with  the  Los  Angeles  Times  until  May,  1893,  when  he 
went  to  Riverside,  to  edit  the  Daily  Enterprise,  and,  after  re- 
maining there  for  two  years,  became  an  editorial  writer  for  the 
San  Diego  Union.  This  position  he  retained  to  the  end  of  his 
life  with  the  affection  and  high  appreciation  of  his  associates. 
In  the  notice  of  his  decease  published  in  the  paper  with  which  he 
was  connected  was  the  following: 

"  San  Diegans  are  familiar  with  his  articles,  but  generally 
speaking  they  knew  little  of  the  man,  for  it  may  be  said  that  most 
of  George  Schuyler  Bates's  life  was  spent  at  his  desk  or  in  other 
parts  of  the  editorial  rooms.  But  his  associates  all  came  soon 
to  learn  that,  besides  being  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  keenest 
editorial  writers  in  California,  he  was  also  one  of  the  most  lovable 
gentlemen  who  ever  worked  for  a  newspaper.  The  word  gentle- 
man has  been  used  advisedly  in  the  preceding  sentence,  for  George 
Schuyler  Bates's  life  was  full  of  what  might  be  called  old-fashioned 
courtesy  and  a  kindly  natural  dignity  which  made  his  compan- 
ionship doubly  enjoyable  to  all  who  worked  with  him." 

Although  closely  devoted  to  his  work  and  seldom  taking  any 
recreation  or  any  vacation  at  all,  he  was  an  enthusiastic  member  of 
the  Rowing  Club  of  the  city  in  which  he  lived.  His  wife  and  two 
of  his  four  children,  George  Dixon  Bates  and  Edwin  Marvin  Bates, 
survive  him.

A  S  a  delegate  to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of  1912,  to  which 
-*-  ■*-  reference  is  made  in  your  report  of  that  year,  I  secured  the 
passage  of  a  resolution,  committing  the  Democratic  Party  by  its 
Platform  declaration  to  the  policy  of  providing  a  strong  Navy, 
and  to  the  establishment  of  a  Council  of  National  Defense.  The 
Republican  platform  contained  no  reference  to  a  Council  of 
National  Defense.  My  adtion  in  1912  was  in  accord  with  my 
record  in  Congress  upon  the  proposition  for  an  interoceanic  canal, 
that  subject  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
affairs  of  which  I  was  chairman  during  four  years.  I  pointed  out 
to  the  House  that  our  responsibility  of  an  exclusive  guarantee  of 
free  use  and  neutrality  of  the  proposed  canal  would  compel  us 
to  become  a  military  nation.  Events  have,  in  my  judgment, 
demonstrated  the  correctness  of  that  opinion.  It  was  on  that 
account  that,  before  the  outbreak  of  the  present  war,  and  upon 
the  completion  of  the  canal,  I  became  an  active  member  and 
Vice  President  of  the  Navy  League,  and  suggested  the  formation 
of  the  Army  League,  of  which  I  am  also  Vice  President. 

I  enclose  a  few  articles  which  will  illustrate  m\  activity  in  these 
directions.     LThese  were  published  in  Sea  Power  and  Seven  Seas 
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Magazine.  L.J  Having  served  as  Major  and  Inspector  General 
of  the  1st  Division,  2nd  Army  Corps,  U.S.V.,  in  the  Spanish 
War,  1898, 1  offered  my  services  in  the  present  war  and  have  passed 
my  examination  and  received  my  commission  as  Captain  in  the 
Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  U.S.A.  and  am  in  the  Remount  Service. 

[At  the  request  of  the  Government,  Belmont  has  loaned  his 
house  in  Washington  for  the  Japanese  War  Commission,  headed 
by  Viscount  Ishii.  The  house  was  formerly  owned  by  Commodore 
Perry,  Belmont's  maternal  grandfather,  and  contains  many 
mementos  of  his  visit  to  Japan  when  he  succeeded  in  opening  her 
gates  to  the  nations  of  the  world.J

*  ARTHUR  TRACY   CABOT 

WHO    of  us  thought  when  we  were  being  so   hospitably  en- 
tertained by  our  classmate  at  his  beautiful  home  at  Cherry 
Hill,  Canton,  the  day  before  Commencement,  191 2  that  this  was 
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the  last  time  we  should  meet  him  at  our  festival  rites?  How 
heroically  and  nobly  he  bore  himself,  and  who  will  forget  the 
smile  with  which  he  greeted  us  all  as  he  came  forward  to  join 
the  group  gathered  at  Gore  Hall  for  the  photograph  which  ap- 
peared in  our  last  Class  Report?  Suffering  from  cancer  at  that 
time  he  fought  bravely  to  the  end  in  the  November  following. 
At  our  Commencement  meeting  in  1913  the  following  memorial 
was  read: 

"Our  classmate  Arthur  Tracy  Cabot  died  November  4,  191 2, 
in  the  sixty-first  year  of  his  age. 

"  Measuring  his  life  as  we  must,  not  by  years  alone,  but  by 
fitness  for  further  accomplishment,  he  died  a  young  man. 

"  He  was  a  strong  man,  firm  of  purpose. 

"  On  his  graduation  he  experienced  none  of  the  doubt  and 
uncertainty  as  to  his  future  course  which  beset  most  of  us,  but 
entered  at  once  upon  his  chosen  career  with  the  calm  confidence 
of  one  whose  choice  of  his  life  work  had  long  been  determined. 

"  His  progress  in  his  profession  was  steadily  upward  and  until 
his  last  illness  his  faculties  were  unimpaired,  yet  when  he  reached 
his  sixtieth  year  with  characteristic  consistency,  in  pursuance  of 
a  well-considered  scheme  of  life,  he  laid  down  the  scalpel  with 
the  same  serenity  that  marked  his  assumption  of  a  career. 

"  His  course  upon  graduation  indicated  a  maturity  of  mind 
unusual  in  one  so  young,  and  his  fixedness  of  purpose  gave  promise 
of  results  that  were  fully  realized  in  his  after  life. 

"  It  may  be  doubted  whether  anyone  contributes  more  to  the 
welfare  of  his  fellow  men  than  the  trained  and  skillful  surgeon 
whose  head  and  heart  are  wholly  devoted  to  his  work  and  who 
gives  up  somewhat  of  his  very  life  to  every  patient. 

"  Such  a  one  was  Cabot  but  he  was  more  than  this. 

"  Amid  the  cares  and  anxieties  of  an  arduous  and  exacting  pro- 
fessional life  he  found  time  without  slighting  any  of  the  duties 
he  owed  to  his  patients  to  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  govern- 
ment of  his  College,  and  to  aid  in  the  furtherance  of  schemes  for 
the  stamping  out  of  disease  and  for  bettering  the  public  health. 

"  Throughout  his  whole  life  he  retained  an  ever  growing  fond- 
ness for  nature  and  for  outdoor  life  which  kept  his  body  sound 
and  wholesome  and  left  him  at  sixty  with  a  mind  enriched  by  ex- 
perience but  fresh  as  the  mind  of  a  child.

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"  Though  he  had  laid  aside  the  active  practice  of  his  profession, 
it  was  with  no  intention  of  becoming  ail  idler,  hut  rather  with  the 
intent  to  labor  for  the  welfare  of  mankind  in  a  somewhat  broader 
field.  Realizing  this,  his  death  seemed  to  us  untimely,  jret  his 
accomplishment  was  great,  and  his  allotted  period  of  life  gave 
abundant  opportunity  to  afford  relief  to  countless  sufferers  whose 
spirits  he  sustained  in  trying  circumstances  by  his  calm  displa) 
of  confidence  and  force. 

"  Death  came  to  him  toward  the  close  of  a  well  spent  and  well 
ordered  life  at  a  time  when  he  could  not  but  be  conscious  that  he 
had  not  labored  in  vain  and  when  the  task  which  he  had  specially 
set  himself  to  do  had  been  accomplished  and  laid  aside. 

"Could  any  one  ask  more  than  this?  We  cannot  choose  but 
grieve,  but  ought  we  to  repine? 

"  Ought  we  not  rather  to  rejoice  that  the  task  he  set  himself 
to  do  he  was  permitted  to  fulfill  in  such  overflowing  measure,  and 
that  no  great  failure  or  disappointment  marred  his  earthly  life? 

"  His  life  was  simple,  earnest,  grand.  Surely  where  achievement 
so  marches  with  endeavor,  '  Then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written.  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victors.'  "

In  the  Harvard  Graduates  Magazine  of  March,  1913,  the  follow- 
ing appreciative  memorial  appeared  and  is  reprinted  here  with 
the  consent  of  the  editor  of  the  magazine. 

"Arthur  Tracy  Cabot  was  born  in  Boston,  Jan.  5,  1852.  the 
third  son  of  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot  and  Hannah  Jackson.  The  father 
was  one  of  the  leading  medical  practitioners  of  Boston,  and  .1 
surgeon  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  —  a  man  of  nota- 
ble scientific  attainments,  high  character,  and  great  independence 
in  thought  and  action.  The  mother  was  a  member  of  a  fa  mil  \ 
which  has  given  to  this  community  men  and  women  who  in  ever) 
station  in  life  have  illustrated  all  the  virtues  of  our  race. 

"  He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1^72,  entered  tin- 
Harvard  Medical  School,  and  took  the  degree  of  M.I),  m  ^ 
During  1876  and  'jj  he  continued  his  studies  in  Vienna  and  Ber- 
lin, making  a  brief  visit  to  London.  His  stay  in  the  last-named 
city  was  significant  in  his  career  because  he  heard  there  from 
Lister's  own  lips  the  promise  of  a  new  hope  in  the  practice  of 
surgery. 
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'  From  1878  to  1880  he  was  Instructor  in  the  Medical  School  in 
Oral  Pathology  and  Surgery,  from  1885  to  1893,  Clinical  In- 
strudor  in  Genito-Urinary  Surgery,  and  from  1893  to  1896, 
Instrudor  in  Genito-Urinary  and  Clinical  Surgery.  In  1896  he 
was  eleded  to  The  Corporation,  and  a  great  teacher  was  lost  to 
the  Medical  School. 

'He  was  for  several  years  Surgeon  at  the  Carney  Hospital; 
Assistant  Surgeon  and  Visiting  Surgeon  at  the  Children's  Hospital 
from  1879  to  1889;  Surgeon  to  Out-patients  at  the  Mass.  General 
Hospital,  1881  to  1886;  Visiting  Surgeon,  1886  to  1907;  and  Mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Consultation  from  1907  until  his  death.  He 
began  his  professional  life  as  a  general  practitioner  of  medicine. 
He  soon,  however,  followed  the  bent  of  his  inclinations  and  de- 
voted himself  almost  exclusively  to  the  practice  of  surgery. 

"  Dr.  Cabot  had  early  in  his  connedion  with  the  Mass.  General 
Hospital  attracted  the  favorable  notice  of  Henry  J.  Bigelow  and 
had  been  assisted  without  hesitation  by  that  great  master  to  the 
performance  of  important  surgical  operations,  not  ordinarily  en- 
trusted to  a  junior  in  service.  The  pupil  justified  the  confidence 
placed  in  him  and  became  the  legitimate  successor  of  Dr.  Bigelow 
in  the  special  field  which  the  genius  and  industry  of  that  well- 
remembered  leader  had  made  his  own. 

'  While  some  of  Dr.  Cabot's  professional  employments  and 
associations,  might  seem  to  imply  a  limitation  of  his  practice  of 
surgery  to  some  narrow  department  in  that  branch  of  medicine, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  his  adual  work  and  interests  extended 
over  the  whole  field. 

"  He  gave  a  good  share  of  the  time  he  spent  in  Germany  to  the 
study  of  pathological  anatomy,  and  during  the  busy  days  of  his 
service  at  the  hospital  he  eagerly  availed  himself  of  all  the  opportu- 
nities that  were  open  to  him  for  still  further  work  in  this  essential 
requisite  for  the  highest  success  in  the  treatment  of  disease. 

'  The  Samuel  Cabot  fund  at  the  Mass.  General  Hospital  for 
the  promotion  of  pathological  research  was  established  by  Dr. 
Cabot  and  his  brother  Samuel  as  a  memorial  of  their  father's 
service  there,  and  incidentally  is  an  evidence  of  Dr.  Arthur  Cabot's 
belief  in  the  indispensable  nature  of  such  examinations. 

'  Few  men  except  those  connected  with  this,  the  most  important 
surgical  hospital  of  New  England,  can  have  an  adequate  con- 
ception of  the  time  spent  and  the  physical  strength  demanded  by 
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the  services  of  the  surgical  staff.     Hither  are  brought   from  all 
parts  of  the  State  the  cases  which  are  beyond  the  resources  of  Hr- 
local  practitioners  of  medicine  and  seem  to  require  the  knowledj 
and  skill  of  the  best  and    most  experienced  members  of  the  pro- 
fession.    During  the  hundred  years  of  its  existence  this  hospital 
has  reckoned  among  its  physicians  and  surgeons  many  men  whose 
fame  has  gone  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state  or  country,  and 
has   in  just   proportion    increased  their  labors.     In   such   a   com- 
pany Dr.  Cabot  began  and  ended  his  laborious,  painstaking,  skill- 
ful, and  successful  efforts   to  help  his   suffering   fellows.     What- 
ever his  own  earnings  from  his  private   practice  may  have  been, 
it  is  well  within  the  limit  to  assert  that  he  gave,  in  a  service  ot 
equal  quality,  far  more  to  the  hospital  during  his  months  of  duty 
there  than  the  amount  of  his  private  receipts.     Dr.  Cabot  would 
have  been  the  last  to  urge  this  view  of  the  surgeon's  relation  to 
the  hospital;    he  saw  clearly  the  value  of  these  positions  for  the 
improvement  of  his  art  and  the  instruction  of  the  medical  student. 
"  Though  he  was  not  connected  with  the  Medical  School  during 
the  later  and  best  years  of  his  hospital  service,  he  had  a  great 
influence  upon  the  young  men  who  gladly  seized  every  chance 
to  see  his  operations  and  hear  his  remarks  upon  the  cases.     His 
example  and  his  practice  at  the  hospital  followed  its  traditions 
and  are  followed  there  to-day. 

"The  honors  bestowed  upon  him  not  only  by  his  associates 
in  his  own  department  in  surgery,  but  by  the  whole  body  ot  the 
medical  profession,  give  evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  wras 
held.  He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Surgical  Association; 
a  member  and  sometime  President  of  the  American  Association 
of  Genito-Urinary  Surgeons;  and  member  of  several  foreign  so- 
cieties of  specialists  in  the  line  of  work  where  he  was  best  known. 
He  was  honorary  President  of  the  American  School  Hygiene 
Association;  President  of  the  Mass.  Medical  Society  in  the  years 
1905  and  1906;    and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 

and  Sciences. 

"During  his  active  professional  life  he  enjoyed  a  reputation 
second  to  none  in  all  the  qualities  that  go  to  the  making  of  a  gn  at 

surgeon. 

"A  trustee  of  the  Mass.  General  Hospital  has  lately  made 
public  some  of  his  impressions  of  Dr.  Cabot's  work  at  the  hos- 
pital.    He  does  not  attempt  to  determine  Dr.  Cabot's  real  place 
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as  a  surgeon,  but  says  that  no  man  in  the  long  list  of  names  hon- 
ored in  that  hospital  gave  it  a  more  unselfish  or  more  productive 
service  than  he  did.  He  had  from  the  first  the  confidence  of  the 
trustees.  He  did  not  volunteer  his  opinions,  but  he  did  not  avoid 
the  responsibility  of  expressing  them  upon  proper  occasions,  and 
they  had  always  a  foundation  in  conclusions  fairly  reached  by 
clear  thinking.  He  did  not  allow  himself  to  be  led  astray  by  per- 
sonal prejudice  and  was  so  careful  in  allowing  for  a  possible  bias, 
that  no  instance  was  known  when  he  had  failed  to  do  justice, 
whatever  his  personal  relations  may  have  been  to  the  individual 
concerned.  If  he  thought  the  occasion  required  an  expression  of 
opinion  upon  the  administration  of  the  hospital,  he  was  frank  and 
outspoken  in  his  remarks  which,  however,  were  more  likely  to  be 
intended  for  the  benefit  of  an  associate  than  for  his  own.  He 
seemed  to  have  so  precise  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  his  work 
that  no  emergency  could  arise  which  would  find  him  unprepared. 
It  was  always  evident,  however,  that  he  did  not  find  it  easy  to 
bring  his  naturally  quick  temper  into  subjection,  and  in  the 
presence  of  what  seemed  to  him  a  cowardly  or  unworthy  act,  it 
did  blaze  forth. 

"  The  story  of  the  life  of  a  great  surgeon  would  ordinarily  end 
here,  not  so  with  Dr.  Cabot.  He  had  beyond  most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  his  profession  tastes  which  provided  congenial  occupa- 
tions for  his  retirement  from  the  activities  of  a  lifetime,  and  he 
had  acquired  interests  in  the  great  questions  of  the  public  measures 
for  the  prevention  of  disease,  which  are  only  now  receiving  the 
attention  they  deserve. 

"  He  had  a  great  and  well-cultivated  interest  in  the  fine  arts. 
He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  took 
an  active  share  in  the  affairs  of  that  institution.  He  was  the  sole 
member  of  a  committee  of  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College, 
in  general  charge  of  the  Fogg  Museum  at  Cambridge,  and  his 
associates  at  that  board  were  always  content  to  accept  his  judg- 
ments upon  all  matters  relating  to  that  department.  As  usual 
with  him  his  conclusions  were  never  the  result  of  some  momentary 
appeal  to  the  sense  of  sight,  but  were  carefully  built  up  from 
principles  of  taste  which  have  lived  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of 
time  and  fashion. 

"During  the  years   1905-06  he  was   President  of  the  Mass. 
Medical  Society,  and  in  the  exercise  of  one  of  the  functions  of 
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that  office  visited  in  turn  the  various  district  societies  <'t  the 
state.  The  text  he  took  tor  his  addresses  on  these  occasions  v 
that  of  the  duty  of  our  profession  to  instruct  the  public  upon  the 
measures  that  can  be  taken  for  the  control  of  tuberculosis,  lit 
saw  clearly  that  the  influence  of  the  medical  profession  would 
be  absolutely  essential  to  a  correct  decision  upon  the  value  of  tin- 
measures  which  an  ill-informed  but  well-meaning  and  enthusi- 
astic public  sentiment  might  induce  the  authorities  to  adopt.  He 
procured  the  formation  of  local  associations  of  physicians  for 
consultation  and  appropriate  action.  General  meetings  were 
held  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Medical 
Society  and  the  sympathetic  interest  of  the  profession  was  se- 
cured. A  not  unfriendly  critic  remarked  that  this  interest  on 
Dr.  Cabot's  part  in  the  preventive  side  of  medicine  was  nor  the 
usual  attitude  of  mind  of  the  surgeon.  I  must  confess  that  to 
me  at  any  rate  it  seems  the  logical  condition  of  mind  for  the 
modern  surgeon. 

"  Dr.  Cabot  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  fresh 
from  listening  to  Lister's  application  of  the  discoveries  of  Pasteur. 
Is  there  any  preventive  measure  in  the  whole  realm  embraced 
within  our  art  greater  or  more  beneficent  than  the  improvement 
in  the  treatment  of  wounds  brought  about  by  the  labors  of  this 
greatest  benefactor  of  our  day: 

"  Dr.  Cabot's  successful  efforts  in  rousing  the  interest  of  the 
community  in  measures  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  led  to 
his  appointment  by  Gov.  Guild  as  member  of  the  board  ot  trus- 
tees of  the  Hospitals  for  Consumptives.  When  the  board  came 
together  for  organization  he  was  elected  chairman  and  served  in 
this  capacity  to  the  end.  Upon  no  work  of  his  lite  did  he  spend 
more  time  or  energy  than  upon  this.  No  detail  in  the  selection  of 
proper  sites,  in  the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings,  or  in 
the  administration  of  the  hospital  was  too  minute  to  escape  Ins 
attention  nor  did  it  fail  to  receive  sufficient  care.  The  result  has 
been  that  the  treatment  of  this  disease  by  State  agencies  has 
bought  to  Massachusetts  a  well-earned  distinction  from  all  those 
whose  opinions  are  of  much  value.  Dr.  Cabot  had  probably  nev<  t 
appeared  before  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  until  his  service 
upon  this  board  made  his  appearance  there  essential.  No  man 
could  have  made  a  better  impression;  quiet,  dignified,  sill-con- 
tained, fully  informed   upon  his  subject,   frankly   meeting  every 
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criticism  whatever  its  nature  might  be,  disarming  even  the  noisy 
demagogue  by  some  plain  statement  of  fact.  If  he  did  not  obtain 
everything  he  wished  for  the  cause  he  represented  he  always 
gained  the  respect  and  good-will  of  the  body  he  addressed,  and 
did  receive  more  consideration  than  ordinarily  falls  to  the  lot  of 
those  who  seek  new  legislation.  The  history  of  State  control  in 
connection  with  tuberculosis  would  be  incomplete  if  it  omitted 
due  notice  of  Dr.  Cabot's  intelligent,  persistent,  and  generous 
activities  in  this  cause. 

"  A  closely  allied  subject  of  public  interest  for  Dr.  Cabot  was 
the  hygiene  of  school  life.  He  recognized  the  fact  that  the  pub- 
lic, when  it  made  school  attendance  compulsory,  assumed  the 
duty  of  caring  for  the  tuberculous  children  who  were  inevitably 
to  be  found  in  the  school  population  and  not  yet  physically  so 
disabled  as  to  be  unfit  for  school  attendance.  Hence  his  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  School  Hygiene  Association. 

"  A  congress  of  those  interested  in  this  subject  was  held  at 
Nuremberg  in  1904.  It  was  attended  by  about  1500  delegates 
representing  nearly  all  the  civilized  countries  and  its  influence 
was  early  felt  in  the  literature,  laws,  and  regulations  of  many 
lands  concerning  health  and  education.  Dr.  Cabot  was  an  asso- 
ciate in  the  Second  Congress  of  School  Hygiene  which  was  held  in 
London  in  1907.  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  presided  and  had  previous 
to  the  meeting  written  to  Dr.  Cabot  seeking  his  influence  to 
secure  delegates  from  the  United  States.  The  assembly  in  Lon- 
don had  a  success  so  marked,  that  plans  were  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  the  fourth  congress  to  this  country.  Accord- 
ingly it  was  decided  at  the  third  congress  held  in  Paris  in  1910  to 
meet  in  this  country  in  the  year  1913. 

"  The  city  of  Buffalo  volunteered  to  serve  as  the  host  for  the 
meeting  and  measures  are  now  taking  to  bring  this  congress 
together  in  August  of  the  present  year.  Dr.  Cabot  was  made 
chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  arrangements  and  some 
of  his  latest  efforts  were  bestowed  upon  this  troublesome  piece 
of  business.  The  labor  was  willingly  undertaken  by  him,  for  he 
had  been  largely  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  consent  of  his  friend 
Charles  W.  Eliot  to  serve  as  president  of  the  congress.  As  the 
result  of  Dr.  Cabot's  correspondence  and  subsequent  interview 
with  Dr.  Brunton,  it  was  agreed  that  there  was  need  of  an  or- 
ganization in  this  country  which  should  be  devoted  to  the  pro- 
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motion  of  the  interests  of  School  Hygiene.  Steps  were  .it  once 
taken  for  the  formation  of  an  American  School  Hygiene  Associa- 
tion.   The  organization  was  effected  at  Washington  in  i<>ok  with 

the  declared  purpose  'of  bringing  into  effective  service  the  lai 
amount  of  practical  knowledge  concerning  school  hygiene  that  I 
been  developed  b\  scientific  means  during  the  last  few  years;  of  i 
tering  the  increase  of  knowledge  upon  this  topic;  and  of  bring] 
into  helpful  relations  the  scientific  investigators  and  the  nun  occu- 
pying administrative  positions  with  reference  to  education.' 

"He  was  the  leader  in  the  movement,  but  with  character 
modesty  procured  the  election  of  an  absent  friend  to  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Association.  He  supported  his  creation  most  liber- 
ally by  money  and  better  still  by  his  clear  head  and  unselfish 
heart.  It  would  be  a  work  of  supererogation  here  to  dwell  upon 
the  vital  importance  of  bringing  all  our  knowledge  of  sanitary 
questions  to  bear  upon  the  school  life  of  our  children.  \\  hile  the 
great  leader  in  the  whole  movement  for  reforms  and  improve- 
ments in  our  educational  methods  is  speaking  from  his  place  at 
Buffalo,  we  shall  inevitably  think  of  the  silent  friend  who  labored 
so  earnestly,  and,  I  believe,  most  profitably  tor  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  same  high  ends. 

"  There  was  published  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  bearing  date  of 
Nov.,  1912,  an  article  which  bore  the  title  'Tuberculosis  and  the 
School,'  by  A.  T.  Cabot.  It  was  his  final  declaration  of  his  belief 
in  the  reality  of  the  measures  which  he  had  urged  most  strenuously 
and  which  without  doubt  will  prevail. 

"  In  1896  he  was  chosen  a  fellow  of  Harvard  College  and  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Corporation.  There  was  already  a  member 
of  the  medical  profession  upon  that  board  and,  important  as  it 
was  at  that  time  of  development  in  the  Medical  School  to  have 
the  aid  of  Dr.  Cabot's  interest  in  scientific  medicine,  I  feel  sure 
that  he  owed  his  election  fully  as  much  to  the  qualities  of  the 
man  as  to  his  rank  among  surgeons.  He  possessed  all  the  good 
qualities  required  in  this  place  of  many  responsibilities.  \  man 
of  science  and  cultivated  taste,  of  clear  head  and  honest  mind, 
bold  when  occasion  required  it,  firm  but  not  obstinate,  he  alwi 
showed  a  due  consideration  for  the  opinions  of  his  associates  and 
was  devoted  at  all  times  to  the  interests  of  the  University.  1  he 
minute  placed  upon  the  records  of  the  Corporation  shows  the 
regard  which  his  associates  had  for  him: 
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Arthur  Tracy  Cabot,  a  member  of  the  Corporation  since  1896,  died  at  Boston 
on  Nov.  4,  1912.  He  had  reached  the  highest  rank  in  his  profession  when  elected 
to  this  body.  He  had  obtained  this  success  by  abundant  knowledge,  by  clear 
thinking,  by  great  industry,  and  by  absolute  control  of  all  his  faculties  in  the 
presence  of  great  perils. 

At  this  board  he  showed  the  same  capacity  for  seeing  plainly  through  any 
disturbing  circumstances  the  end  to  be  attained. 

Accurate,  firm,  courteous,  and  devoted  to  all  the  interests  of  the  University, 
he  gave  to  the  questions  of  its  administration  the  same  unselfish  care  which  made 
him,  even  to  the  last,  a  great  leader  in  the  public  work  of  protecting  human  life. 

"  His  slight  figure  and  somewhat  grave  and  thoughtful  expres- 
sion of  countenance  were  imperfect  signs  of  the  physical  ability 
and  character  of  the  man.  He  made  a  strenuous  use  of  his  active 
and  well-knit  frame;  and  when  he  revealed  himself  to  his  intimates 
—  how  many  of  us  will  never  forget  the  charm  of  our  association 
with  him. 

"  Though  a  bold  rider  on  the  polo  field  and  skilled  in  many  out- 
door games,  he  took  but  little  interest  in  the  public  spectacles  of 
the  Stadium  and  found  slight  attraction  to  the  athletic  exercises 
which  require  professional  training  or  exceptional  strength;  his 
concern  was  more  with  the  well-ordered  use  of  the  average  body. 

"  When  he  realized  that  the  end  had  come  of  his  own  participa- 
tion in  the  outdoor  life  of  the  game  club  which  had  given  to  him 
some  of  the  most  enjoyable  diversions  of  his  life,  he  sold  his  shares 
in  the  property  and  turned  over  the  proceeds  to  a  body  of  trustees 
for  the  town  of  Canton  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  play- 
grounds there. 

"  He  had  an  intense  love  of  outdoor  life  and  found  his  highest 
enjoyment  in  its  simple  and  primitive  form,  that  of  the  hunter  and 
fisherman,  but  here  he  never  yielded  to  the  ignoble  desire  to  cap- 
ture or  destroy  animal  life  beyond  just  measure.  He  believed  in 
vivisection,  for  he  knew  how  much  it  had  done  to  protect  human 
life  and  that  experiment  must  of  necessity  be  made  upon  the 
human  patient,  if  the  use  of  an  animal  could  not  be  had. 

"  He  viewed  with  aversion  all  forms  of  cruelty  to  animals 
wherever  unnecessarily  practiced,  but  had  little  patience  with  the 
sentimentalism  which  seeks  to  abolish  the  biological  laboratories. 
His  own  familiarity  with  them  had  taught  him  that  cruelty  in 
the  majority  of  instances  defeats  the  proper  objects  of  the  experi- 
ment and  here,  at  least,  is  forbidden. 

"  Cherrv  Hill  in  Canton  had  been  the  summer  residence  of  his 
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father,  and  the  old  tavern  on  the  highway,  turned  to  .1  private 
use,  had  been  with  its  ample  fields,  the  scene  of  his  own  youthful 
country  life.     In  his  later  years  Dr.  Arthur  Cabot  had  built  an 

attractive  house  for  himself  upon  a  portion  of  the  propert)  with- 
drawn from  the  ever-increasing  noise-  and  dust  ol  the  highway. 
All  of  the  surroundings  contributed  to  make  the  place  most  gral 
ful  to  one  of  his  tastes.  When  you  looked  from  its  western  porch 
across  the  pleasant  garden  in  front,  and  through  the  overarching 
trees  at  the  quiet  landscape  beyond,  where  there  was  nothing  to 
suggest  the  great  city  only  a  few  miles  away,  you  felt  thai  here 
at  last  might  be  spent  the  evening  to  a  busy  and  toilsome  life  in 
occupations  still  helpful  to  his  fellows  and  full  of  enjoymenl  tor 
himself.     It  was  not  to  be. 

"  Hoping  against  hope,  he  resigned  himself  to  the  skillful  hand 
of  the  friend  of  a  lifetime,  whom  unseen  fate  was  even  then  lead- 
ing to  the  other  world  which  both  were  so  soon  to  enter. 

"  In  the  disposal  of  his  property  he  kept  in  mind  the  interests 
to  which  his  life  had  been  devoted;  he  made  provision  for  a  fund 
of  $100,000  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows of  Harvard  College,  the  income  of  one  half  of  this  sum  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books  upon  the  Fine  Arts  and  allied  sub- 
jects for  the  College  Library  and  the  Fogg  Art  Museum;  the  income 
of  the  other  half  to  be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Medical 
School.  He  also  remembered  the  interests  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  which  he  had  so  steadily  promoted  through  life 
and  gave  for  the  support  of  the  hospital  laboratories  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 

"Dr.  F.  C.  Shattuck  and  his  wife,  on  Aug.  9,  [912,  gave  to 
Harvard  College  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  establishment  oi 
the  Arthur  Tracy  Cabot  Fellowship  in  Surgery,  in  testimon)  of 
affection  for  the  man,  grateful  admiration  of  him  as  a  su 
and  appreciation  of  his  services  to  medicine.  This  gift  to  tin- 
College  from  his  much  valued  friends  was  a  source  oi  great  satis- 
faction  to  Cabot.  It  came  at  a  time  when  he  knew  that  his  own 
work  was  done,  and  he  saw  in  it  a  happy  and  permanent  memorial 
of  his  own  activities  in  this  department  of  medicine."

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*  EDWARD   BELCHER   CALLENDER 

"C  DWARD  BELCHER  CALLENDER  died  after  a  lingering 
-*— '  illness  at  his  apartment  in  the  Hotel  Gladstone,  Roxbury, 
February  5,  191 7.  He  was  born  at  Boston,  February  23,  1851, 
the  son  of  Henry  and  Adeline  (Jones)  Callender.  His  father  was 
long  engaged  in  the  West  India  business.  The  family  moved  to 
Dorchester  in  1 860  where  Callender  attended  the  school  of  G.  W.  C. 
Noble.  While  in  College  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  Freshman 
Boat  Club,  a  member  of  the  Institute,  the  D.  K.  E.  of  which  he 
he  was  the  Scribe,  of  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club,  and  of  the  Chris- 
tian Union.  He  graduated  with  the  intention  of  studying  law 
and  soon  after  graduation  entered  the  law  office  of  Morse,  Stone 
and  Greenough  in  Boston.  After  remaining  there  a  year  he 
returned  to  Cambridge  and  attended  the  lectures  at  the  Law 
School  for  a  year  and  then  returned  to  the  same  office.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Bar  in  April,  1875,  and  in  October 
following  opened  an  office  at  No.  5  Tremont  Street,  Boston.  He 
always  took  a  deep  interest  in  politics  and  in  the  fall  of  1876  was 
a  delegate  to  the  Republican  State  Convention  at  Worcester, 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  Young  Mens'  Reform  movement  at 
that  time  and  making  several  speeches  on  behalf  of  the  Repub- 
lican candidates.  In  1879  he  was  a  representative  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Court  from  Dorchester  District,  Boston,  and 
again  in  1897  and  1898  and  in  1903.  In  1904  and  1905  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Senate  and  in  1906  received  the  nomination 
as  the  Republican  candidate  for  Congress  from  the  10th  Massachu- 
setts District,  and  although  defeated  cut  down  the  Democratic 
majority  one-half.  He  was  the  author  of  several  books,  mostly 
of  a  political  nature,  among  them  being  "  Thaddeus  Stevens, 
Commoner,"  published  in  1872,  "The  Leg  Pullers,"  a  political 
novel  published  in  1895;  and  later  "The  Gigantic  Meddler." 
In  1906  he  issued  a  small  volume  of  poems  entitled  "  Fugitive 
Poems  of  E.  B.  Callender."  He  also  contributed  several  articles 
to  the  different  law  magazines.  Throughout  his  life  he  continued 
the  practice  of  law,  moving  from  5  Tremont  Street,  to  68  Pember- 
ton  Square,  when  the  former  building  was  taken  down,  but  several 
years  ago  he  was  obliged  to  confine  his  practice  to  his  home  in 
Dorchester  on  account  of  his  disabilities,  and  for  several  years 
he  had  been  unable  to  take  an  active  part  in  his  profession.     He 
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was  never  married.  The  following  memorial  was  read  .it  our 
Commencement  Meeting  in  June  last: 

"  Callender  is  well  remembered  by  his  classmates.     Ir  ma)   be 

truly  said  that  he  is  affectionately  remembered  bj  :ill  of  them. 
Although  our  class  was  not  so  large  in  numbers  as  those  which 
have  succeeded  it,  it  was  so  numerous  as  to  preclude  tin-  cultiva- 
tion of  an  intimate  personal  relationship  between  all  its  mem- 
bers. We  had  our  groups  and  coteries  and  our  particular  friends 
with  whom  we  were  more  closely  associated  than  with  others. 
This  was  not  so  with  Callender.  We  all  knew  him  well,  if  not  inti- 
mately, and  he  knew  all  of  us  equally  well.  We  all  called  him 
"  Calcas,"  —  an  appellation  that  denoted  both  familiarity  and 
affection.  This  pleasant  relationship  was  mutual.  It  was  inspired 
by  the  always  hale  and  hearty  manner  and  bearing  of  Calcas, 
his  unvarying  cordiality,  and  his  cheery  voice.  We  recall  his 
radiant  countenance  and  his  flashing  eye  —  denoting  a  quick 
intelligence  and  an  abounding  vitality. 

"  He  was  a  good  student,  standing  well  in  his  class,  though  he 
was  never  rated   a  dig.     He  had   literary   tastes  and   tendencies 
and  these  found  expression  in  original   prose  and  verse.     As  an 
undergraduate   he   was    religiously    inclined    and    was    personally 
identified   with   some   of   the   religious   activities   of  the   colli. 
Some  of  us  remember  that  he  at  one  time  aspired  to  become   a 
clergyman,  and  there  were  confident  anticipations  that  he  would 
some  day  shine  as  a  pulpit  orator.     Instead  of  choosing  theology 
as  his  profession,  after  his  graduation  he  followed   the   popular 
tendency  of  those  days  and  chose  the  law.     He  seemed  to  posv 
many  of  the  qualifications  essential  for  achieving  success  at  the 
bar  and  this  expectation  would  probably  have  been  more  fully 
realized  had  not  his  chief  energies  been  diverted  to  politics  early 
in  his  career  before  he  had  allowed  himself  the  time  or  the  opp 
tunity  to  make  his  mark  as  a  lawyer.    He  developed  a  passion. 
and  absorbing  fondness  for  political  life,  for  which  he  had   an 
exceptional  aptitude.    The  many  captivating  qualities  that  made 
him  so  generally  popular  with  his  classmates  in  his  undergraduate 
days  made  him  an  attractive  candidate  before  the  people.     His 
service  in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  to  which  he  was  elected 
for  several  terms  in  succession,  was  notable  and  creditable.     He 
attracted  the  attention  of  his  legislative  associates  b)   his  orn; 
and   ready  oratory,  his  less  learned   brethren   being   particularly 
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impressed  with  his  fondness  and  aptitude  for  classical  quotations 
for  almost  any  occasion.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to  speculate 
as  to  whether  Calcas  fulfilled  the  brilliant  promise  of  his  under- 
graduate days,  or  satisfied  his  own  ambition.  Few  of  us  achieve 
full  realization  of  the  bright  dreams  of  our  youth  or  the  fond 
anticipations  of  our  admiring  friends.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  Calcas  found  political  life  rather  unsatisfactory  and  that  he 
realized  the  disillusionment  that  comes  to  so  many  who  follow  it. 
His  two  political  novels  describing  the  devious  methods  of  poli- 
ticians are  deliberately  uncomplimentary  in  tone  and  seem  to 
denote  a  righteous  and  healthy  contempt  for  what  he  describes. 

"  The  little  volume  revealing  its  author  soaring  on  the  wings  of 
poesy  and  showing  the  moods  of  his  fervid  temperament  furnishes 
a  better  and  cheerier  reminder  of  Calcas  as  his  classmates  knew 

him."  „    „

*OTIS   HENRY   CURRIER 

OTIS  HENRY  CURRIER  died  on  Sunday,  July  4.  1915  at  his 
home  in  Somerville,  Mass.  He  was  born  in  Charlestown, 
November  25,  1850,  and  was  the  son  of  Henry  Currier,  for  years  in 
the  foreign  and  domestic  fruit  business  in  South  Market  street. 
His  mother's  maiden  name  was  Emily  M.  Stevens.  He  graduated 
from  the  Prescott  grammar  school  in  1S04  and  from  the  High 
School  in  1868.  While  at  the  latter  school  he  was  a  member  of 
the  famous  Aetos  baseball  club,  first  as  captain  of  the  second  team 
and  then  as  right  fielder  in  the  first  team.  He  entered  Harvard 
in  1868  and  graduated  from  there  in  1872.  His  chum,  Alfred 
(Fred)  Rand,  was  the  only  other  student  who  came  from  the 
Charlestown  High  to  Harvard  in  that  year,  and  the  amiable  dis- 
positions  of   both    men    made    their   room    a    favorite    gathering 
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place  for  their  fellow  students.     Currier  was  a  member  of  the 
Pi  Eta  club. 

"  After  graduating  from  college  he  became  bookkeeper  for 
A.  &  S.  J.  Brown  in  the  same  business  as  his  father  at  the  corner 
of  State  and  Broad  Streets  and  remained  with  them  twenty-two 
years,  when  they  retired  from  business.  He  then  served  in  the 
same  capacity  for  the  firm  of  Lowell  Bros.  &  Bailey,  fruit  and 
produce  dealers  on  Clinton  street,  for  about  eleven  years,  till 
August,  1905,  when  he  was  stricken  by  paralysis  from  which  he 
never  recovered.  During  the  last  three  or  four  years  of  his  life 
he  lived  under  the  constant  danger  of  fatal  heart  attack  and  once, 
near  the  end  of  1913,  he  barely  rallied  after  being  at  the  point  of 
death. 

"  O&ober  27,  1881,  he  married  Josephine  M.  Morse,  daughter 
of  Joseph  M.  and  Mary  A.  Morse,  who  survives  him.  Soon  after 
his  marriage,  he  moved  to  Somerville  to  the  house  in  which  he 
passed  away,  at  18  Forster  Street,  which  his  father  then  owned 
and  which  he  later  inherited. 

"  He  was  a  member  of  Soley  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  Somer- 
ville R.  A.  Chapter,  and  Oriental  Council  of  Royal  and  Select. 
Master,  all  of  Somerville.  His  cheerful  disposition  never  failed 
him  through  the  long  and  trying  period  of  his  invalidism,  and  he 
kept  his  courage  to  the  end,  in  spite  of  his  knowledge  of  the  fatal 
character  of  his  malady.  In  my  weekly  visits  to  him  during  the 
last  years  of  his  life,  he  manifested  his  keen  interest  in  our  class, 
his  first  question  always  being  'Any  news  of  the  fellows?'  He 
was  overjoyed  by  his  experiences  at  our  Country  Club  dinner, 
and  eagerly  went  to  Cambridge  on  the  following  day,  where  he 
had  the  pleasure  of  sitting  for  his  picture  in  the  group  that  illus- 
trates our  last  class  report.  He  never  had  the  strength  to  repeat 
these  excursions  into  our  life,  but  they  remained  happy  memories 
to  which,  his  wife  says,  he  often  alluded.  He  was  particularly 
pleased  by  Judge  Brown's  reminiscences  of  the  days  when  they 
cut  their  names  on  the  settees  in  the  College  yard.  His  devoted 
wife  was  the  mainstay  of  the  little  home,  and  they  have  many 
friends.  The  funeral  took  place  on  Tuesday,  the  Rev.  Perley 
C.  Grant  of  West  Somerville  officiating.  The  interment  was  in 
the  Currier  family  lot  at  Woodlawn."

In  the 
summer  of  1877  he  joined  with  his  classmate,  Cecil  Barnes,  in  the 
Higher  School  for  Boys  in  Chicago,  and  after  the  death  of  Barnes 
took  charge  of  the  school  and  changed  its  name  to  University  School.

OINCE  my  last  report  my  life  has  been  singularly  uneventful 
^  but  extremely  busy,  the  Courts  having  practicalK  monopo- 
lized my  entire  time,  which  has  been  devoted  exclusively  to 
hearing  and  deciding  as  master  or  auditor  a  long  and  steadily 
increasing  line  of  cases  both  at  law  and  in  equity  of  greater  or 
less  interest  and  importance.  These  duties  have  proved  so  en- 
grossing that  I  have  found  little  time  or  opportunity  for  anything 
else.  Outside  of  club  activities  I  have,  as  a  needed  avocation,

/CONTINUING  my  narrative  of  my  life  from  the  date  of  the 
^-^  last  report,  I  find  my  law  practice  of  the  past  nine  years- 
accented,  so  to  speak,  by  several  interesting  cases.  One  of  these, 
extending  over  some  four  years,  was  against  an  absent  defendant, 
and  revealed  a  curious  oversight  by  the  commissioners  who  made 
the  first  compilation  of  the  laws  after  the  statute  was  passed 
regulating  the  practice  in  such  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace, 
by  reason  of  which  the  bond  of  indemnity  required  is  directed  to 
be  given  as  a  condition  precedent  to  entry  of  judgment,  whereas, 
in  the  General  Statute  relating  to  such  cases,  it  had  been  made 
the  condition  of  issuing  execution  after  judgment  entered. 
The  error  from  this  oversight  was  extended  by  subsequent  enact- 
ments to  the  provisions  in  such  cases  in  district  and  police  courts. 
I  have  recommended  to  the  commissioners  now  engaged  in  re- 
vising our  laws  the  expunging  of  the  offending  section,  as  really 
superfluous.  In  connection  with  this  case,  I  discovered  a  serious 
fault  in  the  wording  of  the  form  for  this  bond,  which  has  been 
in  use  for  many  years. 

Another  interesting  case,  was  one  that  I  regarded  as  a  particu- 
larly strong  one  for  my  side,  but  which  was  decided  against  me 
by  what  proved,  upon  investigation,  to  have  been  a  freak  of  the 
judicial  mind,  as  appeared  by  the  reasons  which  he  subse- 
quently gave  me.  I  had,  unfortunately,  received  no  notice  of 
the  decision,  the  clerk  having  taken  it  for  granted  that  the  coun- 
sel trying  the  case  for  me  was  the  person  to  notify,  and  this  counsel 
having  supposed  that  I  also  was  notified.  Months  went  by, 
before  I  ventured  to  ask  when  the  decision  would  be  returned, 
and  my  right  to  appeal  was  then  gone. 

I  have  devoted  much  attention,  during  these  nine  years,  to 
philosophy,  psychology,  and  logic,  and  one  of  the  fruits  of  my 
studies  is  an  article  entitled  "  Law  and  Logic,"  which  appeared 
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in  the  Illinois  Law  Review  for  May  last.    Of  course,  I  have  read 
much  miscellaneous  literature.     1  have  made  a  copious  collection 

of  scraps  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  great  war. 

"My  boy,"  referred  to  in  my  last  account,  is  now   the  father  of 
two  promising  boys,  of  which  the  older  is  now  seven.      This  boy 
has  for  several  years  been  my  pupil  at  the  piano.     M >  own  stud- 
ies at  the  instrument  have  been  greatly  stimulated,  for  the  I 
three  years,  by  association  with  talented  performers. 

I  have  done  much  private  writing  in  the  way  of  abstracts, 
discussions,  and  criticisms  of  philosophical  and  logical  topics. 
I  have  had  a  brief,  but  highly  encouraging,  correspondence  upon 
the  last  topics,  with  the  English  logician  Alfred  Sidgwick.  But 
more  fruitful  in  pleasure,  and  still  more  satisfactory  for  my  general 
development,  has  been  my  correspondence  with  Mr.  Sidgwick's 
cousin,  Mr.  Arthur  Christopher  Benson,  which  has  now  reached 
its  tenth  year.  I  have  ninety-seven  of  his  letters  and  two  long 
ones  from  him  never  reached  me.

A  REQUEST  from  you  to  supplement  my  previous  brief  story 
**■  -**  of  my  career  since  my  last  report  almost  phased  me,  for 
my  life  has  been  quite  devoid  of  romance  or  interesting  experi- 
ences. 

My  family  tree  has  branched  out  a  bit,  for  two  more  grand- 
children, Elizabeth  Phelps  Soule  and  Edmund  Fisher  Soule, 
are  added  to  our  home  circle.  All  have  been  spared  to  me  though 
the  perils  of  the  Service  have  been  hovering  about  us  at  different 
times,  and  now,  at  this  supreme  moment,  the  conviction  that  we 
must  face  the  call  of  duty  for  our  boys  on  the  fields  of  France 
fills  my  heart  with  pride  and  oppresses  me  with  anxiety. 

Your  wish  that  there  be  added  to  our  Class  record  something 
of  the  career  of  "  our  boys,"  I  cannot  disregard,  although  I  have 
felt  sometimes  that  it  seemed  like  intrusive  vanity  to  tell  my 
little  story.  I  believe  we  all  share  now  a  mutual  interest  in  the 
history  of  our  sons  nearly  as  strong  as  the  tie  which  binds  us  as 
classmates.  Why  not  consider  them  as  a  part  of  our  number, 
and  welcome  and  greet  them  in  their  young  manhood? 
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The  story  which  you  want,  I  tell  with  some  detail.  It  is  now 
nearly  fourteen  years  since  Walter  Hill,  of  Harvard  n>cq,  became 
a  soldier  of  the  sea  and  one  of  the  United  States  Marines.  He 
has  now  attained  the  rank  of  major  in  that  superb  organization, 
with  its  record  ever  expanding  in  fame  and  brilliancy  in  its  lift 
of  one  hundred  forty-two  years.  The  first  active  dut}  of  tin  young 
Marine  was  on  the  battleship  "  Massachusetts,"  and  next  on  the 
"  Indiana."  In  September,  1906,  the  Marine  Guard  of  tin 
"Indiana"  formed  a  part  of  the  1st  Expedition. u  \  Regiment 
during  the  second  military  occupation  of  Cuba.  Returning  Co 
the  United  States  after  the  withdrawal  of  our  forces  from  Cuba, 
there  was  a  short  service  here.  The  outbreak  in  Cuba,  in  1907, 
called  for  action,  and  he  served  in  the  1st  Regiment  of  Marines, 
as  first  lieutenant,  as  part  of  the  Cuban  Arm\  of  Pacification 
from  December,  1907  to  January,  1909.  The  next  tour  of  duty, 
following  a  brief  stay  at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard,  was  in  com- 
mand of  the  Marine  Guard  on  the  armored  cruiser  "  California 
in  the  Pacific  Fleet  on  its  cruise  to  the  East.  On  this  ship,  he 
met  young  Pousland,  another  one  of  "  ours,"  and  they  cruised 
together  until  he  was  detached  from  the  "  California  "  and  ordered 
to  the  1st  Brigade  U.  S.  Marines  serving  at  Olongapo  and  Cavite 
in  the  Philippines.  When  the  Chinese  revolution  broke  our  in 
September,  191 1,  he  was  ordered  with  Company  A.  1st  1\. 
ment,  which  he  commanded,  to  join  the  Expeditionary  Battalion 
for  service  in  China.  This  force  landed  at  Shanghai,  and  was 
there  when  the  Imperial  Arsenal  and  the  city  were  captured  by 
the  Rebels,  and  witnessed  these  engagements  and  the  mobiliza- 
tion of  the  Rebel  Army  raised  for  the  siege  of  Nankin.  Return- 
ing to  Olongapo  in  March,  191 2,  he  was  ordered  with  a  picked 
company  of  Marines,  under  the  command  of  Captain  ( riles  Bishop, 
for  duty  with  the  army  for  the  manoeuvres  in  northern  Luzon. 
Both  officers  received  a  special  letter  of  commendation  from 
Brigadier  General  Funston,  I'.  S.  Army.  He  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  May,  1912.  In  February,  [913,  the  "  Mexican 
Situation  "  was  threatening,  ami  the  Marines  were  called  upon. 
Two  regiments  joined  the  Atlantic  Fleet  at  Guantanamo,  Cuba. 
While  there,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain,  llu- 
"situation"  did  not  call  for  intervention,  and  the  Marines  re- 
turned to  their  stations  in  this  country  in  April.  In  September, 
1913,  he  was  ordered  to  Boston  to  the  command  of  the  Marines 
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stationed  there.  On  November  24,  the  command  left  Boston 
and  joined  the  2d  Regiment  at  Philadelphia  and  sailed  for  Pen- 
sacola,  Florida,  under  orders  for  tropical  service.  In  January, 
1914,  the  regiment  sailed  for  Vera  Cruz  on  the  transport  "Prairie." 
In  April,  the  seizure  of  Vera  Cruz  was  ordered,  and  the  Marine 
Regiment,  for  months  waiting  for  the  word,  made  a  landing 
and  led  the  attack  upon  the  city,  the  Boston  Company,  under 
Captain  Hill,  being  the  leading  company,  or  the  advance  guard. 
The  landing  was  made  at  eleven  o'clock  A.M.  on  April  21,  and  the 
engagement  continued  until  three  o'clock  P.M.  of  the  next  day, 
when  our  forces  were  in  full  occupation  of  the  city.  For  con- 
spicuous conduct  in  the  attack,  he  received,  with  others  recom- 
mended by  Admiral  Fletcher,  a  letter  of  commendation  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  later  a  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor, 
for  valor,  —  the  highest  military  medal  given  in  this  country, 
and  corresponding  to  the  Victoria  Cross  of  England  and  the 
Iron  Cross  of  Germany.  After  a  year  of  service  in  Mexico,  he 
returned  to  his  station  at  Boston,  but  was  immediately  detached 
and  ordered  to  Philadelphia,  which  has  been  his  home  station 
up  to  the  present  time.  In  August,  1915,  the  disturbance  in  Haiti 
called  for  the  intervention  of  the  United  States,  and  a  large 
force  of  Marines,  under  the  command  of  Colonel,  now  General, 
Waller,  was  despatched  to  the  island.  The  1st  Regiment,  to 
which  he  was  attached  in  command  of  the  4th  Company,  con- 
stituted one  of  the  units  of  this  expedition.  For  sixteen  months 
the  regiment  campaigned  in  the  field,  quelling  riots  and  out- 
breaks in  the  cities  and  larger  towns,  fighting  through  the  jungles 
and  over  the  mountains,  the  story  of  which  has  never  been  told, 
as  the  war  of  the  world  has  overshadowed  all  other  things.  In 
February,  1916,  with  Major  Butler,  of  Pennsylvania,  he  was 
presented  with  the  Medal  of  Honor  won  at  Vera  Cruz,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  entire  force  of  the  United  States  at  Port  au  Prince. 
Shipwrecked  while  on  board  the  destroyer  "Terry"  at  Puerta 
Plata,  all  hands  had  a  narrow  escape,  the  providential  arrival 
of  the  "Sacramento,"  in  response  to  signals,  saving  their  lives. 
The  1st  Regiment  returned  to  Philadelphia  on  Christmas  Day, 
1916,  and  is  now  at  the  League  Island  Yard,  preparing  for  the 
great  conflict  beyond  seas,  where,  true  to  their  glorious  tradi- 
tions, the  United  States  Marines  will  gain  fresh  and  bright  laurels, 
and  add  to  their  renown.     On  March  25,  he  succeeded  to  the 
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rank  of  Major,  and  now  commands  a  battalion  in  the  ist  Regi- 
ment. This  command  will  be  equipped  with  heavy  field  artil- 
lery ot  a  caliber  developed  by  the  experience  of  the  contesting 

armies  in   France. 
Already  a  splendid  regiment  of  Marines  has  reached  Prance, 

the  first  to  land,  and  will  be  the  first  to  fight  for  Freedom. 

Much  has  been  said   in   prose  and   verse  of  this  ever-ready, 

faithful  band  of  our  Nation's  defenders,  first  on  land  and  sea,  but 
nothing  is  more  expressive  of  their  record  than  the  lines  of  the 

song  of  the  Marines:

[In  December  last  Holland  met  with  a  terrible  automobile 
accident  near  Rochester,  N.Y.,  while  on  his  wa\  to  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.  His  chauffeur  was  kilkd,  but  Holland's  life  v. as  miracu- 
lously saved,  although  the  automobile  in  which  he  was  riding 
was  pushed  for  yards  upon  the  track  by  an  express  train  going 
at  least  fifty  miles  an  hour.

1914,  after  an  ill- 
ness of  more  than  a  year.  He  was  born  at  Charlestown,  April 
23,  1850,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  Thomas  (Baker)  Law- 
rence, both  of  families  long  resident  there.     His  father,  who  was 
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a  member  of  the  firm  of  Foster,  Lawrence  &  Co.  in  Boston,  re- 
tired in  1863  and  for  many  years  thereafter  was  president  of  the 
Bunker  Hill  National  Bank  and  of  the  Warren  Institution  for 
Savings.

In  1906 
the  bank  was  taken  over  by  the  City  Trust  Company  of  Boston 
and  made  a  branch  of  that  company  with  Lawrence  as  manager, 
but  he  resigned  in  January,  1907,  and  served  the  following  year 
as  chairman  of  its  advisory  committee.  He  retired  in  January, 
1908,  after  a  service  of  thirty-six  years  with  the  bank  in  one 
office  or  another,  and  with  scarcely  a  vacation,  so  devoted  was 
he  to  his  work  and  so  little  did  he  care  for  recreation  or  amuse- 
ment. He  then  became  president  of  the  Warren  Institution  for 
Savings,  and  gave  the  same  uninterrupted  service  until  forced 
by  the  poor  condition  of  his  health  to  retire  a  little  more  than 
a  year  before  his  death.  He  led  a  very  retired  life  and  had  lived 
by  himself  in  Brookline  for  the  past  twenty  years,  his  only  recrea- 
tion being  an  almost  daily  drive.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Union  Club,  the  University  Club,  and  the  Boston  Art  Club,  but 
was  seldom  seen  in  either.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Charles- 
town  Gas  &  Electric  Co.  He  was  generous  in  his  disposition,  re- 
sponded liberally  to  every  appeal,  and  in  his  will  left  many  public 
bequests.

OINCE  191 2,  as  for  many  years  before  the  last  class  report, 
^  I  have  continued  in  the  aclive  practice  of  my  profession. 
Hardly  anything  has  occurred  in  the  last  five  years  of  my  life 
that  could  interest  any  one  besides  myself.  A  few  weeks  ago  I 
was  chosen  President  of  the  Fitchburg  Medical  War  Relief  Society, 
but  that  is  an  office  of  very  little  importance.  I  have  continued 
to  be  one  of  the  Trustees  and  one  of  the  Consulting  Surgeons  of 
the  Burbank  Hospital.  I  attended  a  Surgical  Congress  which 
was  held  in  London  during  the  last  week  of  July,  1914,  and 
remained  there  until  the  eighth  of  August.

If  I  cross  any  ocean  it  will  be  the  Pacific  because  of  its 
name.

OINCE  the  last  report  in  1912,  I  have  been  engaged  as  before 
^  in  the  practice  of  the  law  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Stetson,  Jennings  and  Russell.  I  have  been 
a  vice  president  of  the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of  N 
York,  and  am  now  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  that 
Association. 

In  response  to  a  letter  from  me  August  21,  Russell  wrote  as 
follows:  "My  second  son,  Henry  Potter  Russell,  has  been  com- 
missioned Second-Lieutenant  of  Field  Artillery  in  the  Officers 
Reserve  Corps.

He  entered  College  from  DixwelTs 
School,  Boston,  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  and  Hasty  Pud- 
ding Club,  and  was  substitute  pitcher  on  our  Freshman  nine,  rak- 
ing Gray's  place  after  the  latter  broke  his  arm.  He  graduated 
with  the  intention  of  studying  medicine  and  entered  the  medical 
school  in  the  fall  of  1872.  He  took  high  rank  there,  received  his 
M.D.  in  1876,  and  the  following  year  went  to  Europe  to  pursue 
his  studies  further.  Returning  in  the  year  of  1880-81  he  prac- 
ticed his  profession  for  a  short  time  at  94  Boylston  St.,  Boston, 
and  then  went  to  Japan  where  he  resided  for  many  years.  He 
was  with  the  Class  at  our  dinner  in  1893  and  gave  an  interesting 
account  of  some  of  his  experiences.  He  returned  to  Japan  soon 
after  and  no  direct  news  has  been  received  from  him  since.     He 
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published  an  article  several  years  ago  in  the  Scientific  American 
on  the  Japanese  as  swordsmen  and  he  had  the  reputation  of  hav- 
ing a  thorough  knowledge  of  Japan.  After  leaving  Japan  he 
lived  for  a  time  at  Naples,  Italy,  but  for  many  years  had  made 
his  home  in  Paris. 

Tilden  stood  high  in  the  affection  of  his  classmates  while  in  Col- 
lege and  his  frank  democratic  ways  won  him  many  friends.  At 
the  Class  Meeting  on  Commencement  day  following  his  decease, 
several  of  the  Class  recalled  "Jack"  Tilden  as  he  was  always 
familiarly  called  and  the  possibilities  of  the  success  which  he  might 
have  achieved  were  dwelt  upon,  for  no  one  questioned  the  ability 
which  he  plainly  possessed.  His  ambition,  however,  though  for 
a  time  productive  of  good  results,  was  soon  satisfied  and  he 
preferred  a  life  of  pleasure  to  one  of  achievement.

OINCE  191 2  my  work  has  been  here  in  Acadia  University 
^  much  as  in  former  years,  except  that  now  it  is  confined  wholly 
to  the  Department  of  History.  I  have  nine  lectures  a  week.  I 
formerly  had  Political  Economy  and  History. 

During  the  past  year  and  a  half  our  President  has  given  his 
time  chiefly  to  enlisting  men  for  the  army  and  other  duties  of  a 
military  character.  In  his  absence  the  duties  of  the  presidential 
office  are  passed  over  to  me. 

My  health  has  been  very  good.  I  have  not  lost  a  day  on  ac- 
count of  illness.  Have  not  been  in  the  repair  shop  since  a  ner- 
vous breakdown  in  1889.  For  this  I  am  very  thankful  to  the 
Great  Sustainer  of  Life  and  Author  of  All  Good. 

My  eldest  son  graduated  from  the  Harvard  Dental  College 
and  is  practicing  his  profession  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.,  and  re- 
ports a  very  busy  life.

I  have  a  nice  garden  and  take  great  pleasure  in  its  cultiva- 
tion.    My  plantation  is  125  feet  wide  and  335  feet  long.     A  lirth 
brook  runs  across  it.     On  this  portion  of  the  earth's  surface  I 
spend  most  of  my  time. 

On  my  lot  and  the  adjoining  one  are  many  trees,  making  it  a 
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sort  of  Paradise  for  the  birds.  I  supply  the  birds  with  food  in 
winter  and  spring,  and  chickadees,  woodpeckers,  blue  jays, 
juncos,  song  sparrows,  etc.,  come  regularly  every  day  for  their 
food.  The  robins,  tree  swallows,  etc.,  occupy  nests  which  I 
provide  places  for;  thus  all  the  year  round  I  have  the  society 
of  the  birds  whose  presence  I  enjoy  far  more  in  this  condition 
than  if  confined  in  a  cage  in  the  house.  Then  a  chipmunk  or 
striped  squirrel  made  his  den  in  a  terrace  bank  about  twenty-five 
feet  from  my  house  four  years  ago.  He  is  an  intimate  friend 
now.  He  runs  in  and  out  of  the  house  and  responds  to  a  call 
and  will  crawl  all  over  me  for  nuts,  and  food  that  suits  his  taste. 
He  is  a  family  favorite.  He  will  come  right  into  the  dining  room 
if  the  doors  are  ajar.  Then  a  pair  of  red  squirrels  race  freely 
among  my  trees.

For  five  or  six  years  he  was  cashier  in 
the  Custom  House  and  was  then  made  agent  of  the  Laflin  es- 
tate, a  position  he  held  until  about  three  years  before  his  de- 
cease when  he  was  obliged  to  retire  on  account  of  ill  health,  and 
returned  to  Keene,  where,  with  winter  visits  to  California,  he 
continued  to  reside.  While  in  Chicago  he  was  for  some  years 
the  Secretary  of  the  Union  Club.

T  OUIS  AUGUSTUS  WYMAN  who  was  reported  at  the  last 
*■— '  Commencement  Meeting  to  be  seriously  ill,  died  on  July 
6,  at  his  home  on  Ocean  Avenue,  Swampscott,  of  arterial  sclerosis. 
He  was  born  in  Lowell,  December  18,  1849,  the  son  of  Augustus 
Maverick  and  Louisa  Anne  (Sanderson)  Wyman.  His  father 
died  when  Wyman  was  four  years  old  and  his  mother  early  in  his 
Freshman  year.  His  father  was  from  one  of  the  Woburn  families 
who  settled  there  in  1640.  Wyman  received  his  early  education 
in  the  Lowell  public  schools,  taking  the  English  courses,  and  had 
no  thought  of  a  college  education  until  after  he  and  his  mother 
had  moved  to  Boston  in  December,  1865,  when  they  met  Mr. 
W.  E.  Fette  (Harvard  '58)  who  inspired  his  mother  with  this 
ambition  for  her  son.  His  study  of  Greek  for  the  entrance  exami- 
nations did  not  begin  until  November,  1867,  but  he  passed  suc- 
cessfully in  the  fall  of  1868.  After  his  mother's  death  he  was 
thrown  on  his  own  resources,  but,  guided  by  her  wish,  and  with 
a  little  assistance  from  the  College,  worked  his  way  through  by 
"mental  and  physical  labor,"  in  other  words  by  "private  tutor- 
ing, selling  books,  printing,  and  writing,"  a  forecast  of  the  energy 
and  ability  he  showed  throughout  his  life.  He  graduated  with 
the  idea  of  studying  Marine  Law  and  of  devoting  himself  to  its 
practice,  and  for  nearly  two  years  was  in  the  office  of  F.  B.  Dixon, 
Marine  Adjuster,  on  State  Street,  Boston.  For  several  years 
thereafter  he  successfully  engaged  in  various  business  enter- 
prises, especially  in  that  of  printers'  supplies  in  Boston.     For  a 
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time  he  was  Auditor  of  the  Denver,  Longmont  and  Northwest!  m 
R.  R.  with  headquarters  at  Longmont,  Col.,  and  afterwards 
Treasurer  from  1882  to  1884  of  the  Boston  Woven  Hose  Com- 
pany. In  1888  he  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Wright  &  Potter 
Printing  Company  (State  Printers  of  Massachusetts  .  afterwards 
became  also  Manager,  and  was  President  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease. Elected  in  1S92  a  member  of  the  school  committee  of 
Lynn,  where  he  had  taken  up  his  residence  at  tin-  rime  of  his 
marriage,  he  was  chairman  of  the  board  from  1895  to  1900  when 
he  declined  a  reelection.  He  moved  to  Swampscott  in  1908. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Oxford  and  Whiting  Clubs  of  Lynn, 
the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  Massachusetts  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  the  Boston  City  Club,  and  the  Master  Printers  Club 
of  Boston,  of  which  he  was  Secretary.  He  was  married  on  Sep- 
tember 1,  1875,  at  Lynn,  to  Edith  Estelle  Merriam  of  Lynn  who 
survives  him  with  three  sons,  Louis  Eliot  (Harvard  1900,  LL.B.

He  was  a  thorough  musician,  playing  the  piano 
and  organ,  and  he  studied,  read,  and  spoke  French,  German, 
Italian,  and  Spanish.  His  brother,  Charles  Kirk  Kirby,  Jr.,  an 
architect  in  Fresno,  from  whom  these  fadts  were  obtained,  also 
wrote  of  his  upright  character,  lovable  disposition,  and  of  his 
gentle  and  retiring  habits;  that  he  was  a  great  reader  and  a 
close  student  of  affairs  of  the  day.  He  liked  out-of-door  life, 
flowers,  and  animals,  but  spent  most  of  his  time  at  his  piano  and 
organ  and  musical  studies.  Two  sisters  and  his  brother  survive 
hirn.  He  was  never  married.  Kirby  was  fitted  for  College  by 
the  late  J.  Emory  Hoar,  Harv.  '52,  at  the  Brookline  High  School 
and  was  one  of  the  four  to  enter  the  Class  from  that  School  in 
1868,  the  others  being  Cobb,  Williams,  and  Lincoln,  and  I  am 
sure  we  can  all  testify  to  his  high  character  and  gentle  disposi- 
tion. He  was  the  soul  of  good  nature,  extremely  shy,  probably 
owing  to  his  deafness,  but  always  ready  to  take  a  joke.

PDWARD  LUTHER  PARKS,  a  temporary  member  of  the 

'■-'   Class,  died  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  Feb.  9,   1917.      He 
was  born  in  Boston,  May  14,  1S40,  the  son  of  Dr.  Luther  Parks 
(Harv.  1843,  M.D.   1847)   and  Julia  (Dale)   Parka.     He  Buffered 
seriously   from  illness  in   his  early   years  and   his   education   was 
greatly  interrupted,  but  in   1865  he  went  on  a  sailing  vessel  to 
Labrador  which  restored  him  to  such  health  and  strength   that 
he  was  allowed  to  go  to  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and  from  there 
he  entered  College  in   1868,  where  he  remained   for  two   years, 
much  against  his  own  will,  as  he  said.     He  then  entered  the  Lau- 
rence  Scientific   School    preparatory   for   the   study   of  medicine 
and    subsequently   entered   Jefferson    Medical   College,    Philadel- 
phia, and  received  his  degree  of  M.D.  in  March,  1874.     He  re- 
mained in  Philadelphia  until  1 877  serving  as  surgeon  and  instruct'  >r 
in  various  hospitals  and  medical  schools.     Returning  to  Boston 
he  was  admitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  in  1877, 
and  for  the  next  ten  years  engaged  in  general  practice  here,  and 
at  Mattapoisett,   Mass.,  in   summer,  with   the  exception  of  one 
year  spent  in  Santa  Barbara,  Cal.     In  1887  he  went  to  Europe, 
and   after  four  years'  study  in   Vienna  and   Paris  under  distin- 
guished specialists,  returned  to  Boston  in   1891,  and  thereafter 
continuously    practiced    his    profession    here,    giving    particular 
attention  to  diseases  of  the  eye.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Puri- 
tan Club,  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Association,  of  the  Boston  Society 
of  Natural   History,   and   of  the   Harvard   Club  of  Boston.      In 
May,    1896,    the   graduates    and    members    of  Jefferson    Coll< 
formed  upon  his  initiative  a  society  known  as  the  New  England 
Associates  of   the  Graduates  of  the  Jefferson    Medical    College, 
of  which  he  was  elected   president.     He  was  always   interested 
in  military  matters  and  was  once  an  active  member  of  the  First 
Corps  of  Cadets  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  retired  member 
of  that   body.     He   was   somewhat   eccentric   in    his   disposition 
as  is  shown  by  two  small  books  he  published,  one  which  he  called 
"Dr.  Parks,  His  Book,"  published  for  private  circulation  in  1911, 
and  the  other  "Revelations  of  a  Grave  Robber,  a    Tale  of   !  wo 
Cities,"    1915.     He  was   keenly   interested    in    everything   which 
concerned  his  class  at  Exeter  of  which  he  was  Secretary,  and  in 
our  class  at  Harvard  to  which  he  was  always  loyal  and  to  many 
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members  of  which  he  was  strongly  attached  by  ties  of  affection 
He  frequently  expressed  himself  as  ambitious  to  do  something 
worthy  of  his  connection  with  the  class,  but  he  was  handicapped 
by  ill  health,  especially  in  the  last  years  of  his  life,  and  he  became 
rather  pathetic.  A  year  before  his  death  he  seemed  to  have  a 
premonition  of  its  near  approach  and  in  a  letter  received  from 
him  in  the  summer  before,  he  said,  "If  I  should  die  I  hope  to  die 
like  a  soldier;  have  had  it  pretty  hard  in  the  last  few  years." 
He  was  never  married.

After  the  bountiful  lunch  to  which 
his  hungry  guests  did  full  justice,  the  majority  hastened  back  to 
Soldiers'  Field,  arriving  in  time,  however,  to  see  only  the  m 
disappointing  part  of  the  baseball  game.     At  seven  o'clock  thirty- 
six  men  met  at  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Somerset,  as  follows:    Air 
Allen,  Babbitt,  Baker,  Beaman,  Burgess,  Currier,  Elliot,  Fisher, 
Guild,  F.  R.  Hall,  R.S.  Hall,  Hasbrouck,  E.  N.  Hill,   Holland, 
Hubbard,  Hutchins,  Keith,  Kidder,  Lincoln,  Lord,  Miller,   I'.irk- 
hurst,  Parks,  Pousland,  Rawson,  Russell,  Sheldon,  Thwing,  Titus, 
Tomkins,  Tufts,  Waters,  White,  Williams,  and  Wyman.     Char! 
Howland   Russell   presided,   and   after  the  dinner   had    been   dis- 
posed of,  an  adjournment  was  had  to  an  adjoining  room  where 
all  were  seated   about  one  large  table.     After  a  ful   intro- 

ductory speech  Russell  called  for  a  toast  to  the  memor)  ol  our 
departed  members  which  was  drunk  standing  in  silence,  and  v 
followed  by  a  toast  to  our  Alma  .Mater,  to  which  it  was  intended 
Cabot  should  respond,  but  in  his  absence  it  also  w;is  drunk  in 
silence;  the  Class  of '72  was  next  on  the  list  and  in  response  rln- 
Secretary  gave  out  such  items  of  news  as  he  had  gathered  oi  men 
not  present,  called  attention  to  the  contrast  in  our  mortality 
as  compared   with   the  Class  of  '66  which   graduated   the   same 
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number,  urged  those  present  to  help  elecl  Judge  Loring  again 
as  Overseer,  and  finally  presented  his  annual  report  of  the  Class 
Fund.  Later,  advance  proof  sheets  of  the  Secretary's  Ninth 
Report,  uncorrected  and  hastily  printed  and  bound  together, 
were  distributed.  The  Class  owed  these  to  Wyman,  who  did 
everything  that  could  be  done  to  insure  their  distribution.  Babbitt 
was  next  introduced  as  toast-master,  and  started  the  proceedings 
with  the  following  poem:

Recalling  all  those  halcyon  days  of  yore  — 
There  were  no  heights  to  which  we  could  not  soar; 
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Our  Spanish  castles  pierced  the  ether  blue,  — 
How  many  of  us  builded  better  than  toe  kn 
Not  all,  perhaps,  —  but  yet  there  stands  revealed 
The  motto  "  Veritas"  upon  our  shield.  — 
This  is  our  talisman  —  this  the  key 
That's  toon  for  each  his  grim  Thermopylae. 

Fair  Harvard!     More  and  more  beloved  as  . 
Unite  for  each  succeeding  jubilee! 
Though  greater  grown  and  more  renowned  afar, 
She  still  remains  enshrined  —  Mater  Carissima! 
That  dear  old  sheepskin,  precious,  priceless  gem,  — 
The  brightest  jewel  in  our  diadem,  — 
The  open  sesame  to  much  that's  great  and  good  — 
To  honor,  fame,  and  lifelong  brotherhood; 
More  valued  yet  in  that  it  may  in  truth  be  said 
It  bears  the  sign  manual  of  Harvard's  greatest  head. 

Whoa,  Pegasus!      Tour  pace  is  waxing  solemn.

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COMMENCEMENT—  1912 

Thayer  3  was  open  for  the  use  of  the  Class.  Thirty-three 
members  appeared,  all  but  one  of  whom  are  shown  in  the  photo- 
graph taken  for  the  Ninth  Report  at  the  north  end  of  Gore  Hall.

6  o'clock  before  the  fifteen  men  who  went  from  Cambridge  de- 
parted for  Magnolia;  as  a  result  the  dinner  was  decidedly  late, 
but  as  the  ride  had  sharpened  our  appetites  it  was  much  enjoyed. 
The  following  were  present:  Almy,  Babbitt,  Beaman,  W.  Bur- 
gess, Elliot,  F.  R.  Hall,  R.  S.  Hall,  E.  N.  Hill,  Hutchins,  Kidder, 
Lincoln,  A.  Lord,  Miller,  Sheldon,  Titus,  Tufts,  Waters,  White, 
Williams,  Wyman,  J.  M.  Allen,  Thwing.  Brother  Kidder  pre- 
sided, but  the  occasion  was  more  informal  than  usual,  on  ac- 
count of  the  lateness  of  the  hour.  Thayer  3  was  open  to  the  Class 
as  usual  on  Commencement,  and  the  business  meeting  was  held 
at  12.30  with  Kidder  as  chairman.  Twenty-two  members  were 
present.  The  Secretary  presented  his  reports  for  the  past  year 
and  of  the  Class  Fund,  which  were  duly  accepted,  and  tickets  to 
the  Alumni  exercises  were  distributed  to  the  number  of  12.

Hill,  Holland,  Hutchins,  Kidder,  Lincoln,  A.  Lord,  Miller,  Park- 
hurst,  Sheldon,  Thwing,  Titus,  Waters,  White,  Williams,  Wyman. 
Previous  to  the  dinner  some  of  the  Class  attended  the  baseball 
game  and  others  enjoyed  an  automobile  ride  to  Cohasset,  start- 
ing from  the  house  of  E.  W.  Hutchins.  The  dinner  was  entirely 
informal,  C.   G.   Kidder  presided,   the  Secretary   reported  what 
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news  he  had  gleaned  from  the  members,  and  sev<  ral  present  spoke. 
The  Commencement  nutting  was  held  as  usual  .it  Thayer  3 
and  most  of  the  members  named  above  were  present.  The 
Secretary  presented  his  report  of  the  Class  Fund,  which  was  duly 
accepted,  and  a  brief  memorial  of  Lawrence,  who  died  March 
15,  191 4,  was  read  and  adopted  lor  our  records.

In  the  afternoon  previ 
to  the  dinner  twelve  of  the  Class  attended  together  the  baseball 
game  and  seven  lunched  with  Hutchins  at  the-  Suntaug  Inn. 
Our  Commencement  meeting  was  at  Thayer  3  as  usual.  Lord 
acted  as  Chairman  and  the  Secretary's  reports  were  formally 
presented  and  accepted.  Twelve  tickets  to  tin-  Alumni  exer- 
cises were  distributed.

Arthur   Lord   presided;    the  Secretary 
gave  such  items  of  news  as  he  had  been  able  to  pick  up  of  absent 
members  and  reported  that   replies  had  been  received  from  fifty 
out  of  the  sixty-nine  members  of  the  Class  now  living,  of  whom 
sixty   are   graduates;    the   evening  was   then   spent   in   informal 
responses   to   calls   from   Lord;    the   main   interest   centering  in 
those  present,  Almy,  Brown,  and  Hutehins,  whose  sons  had  just 
responded  to  the  call  for  the  State  Militia;    Hill  was  congratu- 
lated upon  the  honor  recently  bestowed  upon  his  son  Walter  N.
